On December 15, 1992, Judge FRANKLIN S. BILLINGS, 
JR., United States District Court (USDC), District of 


‘Vermont, Rutland, Vermont, advised he was initially 


appointed to his position as United States District Court 
Judge during September, 1984. Judge BILLINGS was 
appointed Chief Judge on September 27, 1988, and on 
November 15, 1991, he stepped down as Chief Judge, thus 
enabling United States District Court Judge FRED I. 
PARKER to assume the position of Chief Judge for the 
District of Vermont. Judge BILLINGs continues in his 
position as United States District Judge. Judge BILLINGS 
previously served as a Municipal Court Judge in Hartford, 
Vermont during the period 1955-1963. BILLINGS served as 
Secretary of Civil and Military Affairs for Former 
Governor ROBERT STAFFORD during the years 1959-1960. 

He was appointed a Vermont State Superior Court Judge, 
and served from 1966-1975, when he was appointed 
Associate Justice on the Vermont Supreme Court. Judge 
BILLINGS was appointed: Chief Justice of the Vermont 
Supreme Court in January, 1983, and held that position 
until September, 1984, when he resigned to assume the 
duties as United States District Court Judge for the 
District of Vermont at Rutland, Vermont. Judge BILLINGS 
also serves on the Board of Trustees for the Vermont Law 
School (VLS). He initially served on this board 
beginning in 1975, when this school was founded. PHIL

1970s, and returned to the board during the early 1980s. 
He remains on the board which is currently chaired by 
PHIL HOFF. Judge BILLINGS has been acquainted with the 
candidate since he was first selected to serve as Dean at 
VLS. Judge BILLINGS served on the search team which 
screened applicants for the position at VLS. PHIL HOFF 
was instrumental in affording consideration for candidate 
to assume the position of Dean at VLS. HOFF was 
previously associated with candidate when candidate 
served as Administrator for EPA during the CARTER 
administration.

Prior to this, he was a partner in 
the firm of AGLE and CURTIS. HOFF served as Governor for 
the State of Vermont from 1963 to 1969. 


HOFF has known the candidate since the 1970’s when l 
the candidate was the Administrator of the Environmental 
Protection Administration (EPA). HOFF’s initial contact 
with the candidate was professional and he recalls 
inviting him to speak at a symposium at the Vermont Law 
School in the early 1980’s. HOFF is on the Board of the 
Vermont Law School and he recruited the candidate to be 
the Dean of the Law School. He describes his 
relationship with the candidate now as both professional 
and social. He says he plays golf often with the 
candidate, and they maintain regular contact in spite of 
candidate’s business travel schedule. 


HOFF described the candidate as an innovative person 
with an engaging personality and a quick mind. According 
to HOFF, "almost anyone would like the candidate". He is 
stable and "has it together". HOFF spoke highly of the 
candidate’s tenure as Dean of Vermont Law School. 
According to HOFF, the candidate served with great 
designation as Dean. The candidate’s ability to 
recognize quality iin people made him an “excellent 
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recruiter". In addition, HOFF stated that the 
candidate’s work in developing an environmental law 
program "put the Vermont Law School on the map". HOFF 
referred to a U.S. News and World Report article which 
cited the Vermont Law School as the best environmental 
law school in the country. : 


HOFF stated that the candidate instituted a general 
practice program to prepare students for diversified 
practices as apposed to legal specialization. HOFF 
stated the candidate resigned from his post as Dean in 
July, 1991, but that the board of the law school and the 
faculty wanted him to stay on. 


HOFF described the candidate’s reputation in the 
community as first class in every respect. He has never 
known the candidate to experience financial difficulty or 
to live beyond his financial means. 


Ask to comment on the candidate’s character, HOFF 
replied that "I would trust my life with him".

see whose blessing is necessary before candidates are selected for policy jobs. 


Special attention is paid to getting clearance - or at least a pledge of 
benign -indifference - in the House particularly where Republican appointees to 
special boards, commissions and minority seats in agencies are concerned. 


Out of all this, House Speaker Thomas P. O’Neill Jr. (D-Mass.) has emerged as 
something of a jolly version of the godfather in political appointments. Once 
aloof Carter aides now "xun by", at O’Neills convenience, people proposed for 
middle and top-level appointments. 


The White House team ruffled O'Neill earlier with some appointments that were 
a surprise to him. They learned quickly that O’Neill doesn’t like that kind of 
suxprise, and that he has the clout to make life tough for every legislative 
proposal Carter has in mind. 


"The Senate may have advise and constant powers," a much-burned Carter aide 
said yesterday "but O’Neill is the man to see, and clear things with if we want 
peace in the House.* 


One man who was run by recently was Chattanooga shopping center developer 
Joel W. Solomon, xumored to be in line to take over the government’s 
housekeeping and purchasing arm, the General Services Administration. 


"The Speaker knew Mr. Solomon slightly,* a Capitol Hill source said, "and he 
saw him the other day in connection with the GSA job. He said he’s OK! I don’t 
know whether he’ll get the job or not." 


With the new White House recognition of O’Neill as the man to check with, his 
approval of Solomon is almost as good as press ‘release announcing his 
nomination. Insiders who are trying to figure out who will get the job in 
government are watching the doors to O’Neill office and/or wishing they could 
get a peek at his appointment book.
